RUSSIAN GOVERNMENT FRANTIC

it has been almost paraiyzed by the 
terrible eVents at Odessa and the news 
that the sailors at Libau also have

BEGIN TO SACK AND PLUNDER. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

ST. PETERSBURG, June 30, 2:10 a. 
m-—Dispatches received here from 
Odessa do not make the situation very 
clear. Millions of dollars’ worth of 
property. including ships, have been 
burned or otherwise destroyed. The 
city is terror-stricken and many, prob- 
ably hundreds, have been killed or 
wounded in the street fighting. 

The fact that the troops and police 
made no attempt to interfere with the 
burial of the martyred satior is con- 
sidered conclusive evidence that they 
either felt themselves powerless or 
feared to make the attempt on ac- 
count of the attitude of the populace. 

Under cover of the darkness pro- 
duced by the dense pall of smoke 

hanging over the city, it is reported, 
the mob has begun to sack and plun- 
der. Foreign property has suffered 
heavily. 

In . circles the cause of the 
mutiny on board the Kniaz Potemkine 
is attributed principally to the sever- 
ity of the viee-admiral's régime. He 
is a martinet of a most severe type, 
and several of his sailors have al- 
ready been shot for disobedience. At 
the time of the mutiny a court-martial 
Was actually in progress at Sebastopol 
and several of the crew of the battie- 
ship had been sentenced by it. . 

CAPTURED BY A RUSE. 
The accepted version in St. Peters- 
burg is that the vessel was captured 
by a ruse. When she arrived in tne 
offing at Odessa the Kniaz Potemkine 
signaled the captain to come on hoard.

It was ‘simoly a question of terms and | 


it; that life en the isthmus was lonely | 


the due fulfillment of their duties, and 


FRANCE WILL AGREE. 


Germany Anticipates a Peaceful Set- 
tlement of Moroccan Matter and 
Crisis is Accounted Past. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED 

BERLIN, June 29.— [By Atlantic 
Cable] Ambassador Bihourd, who 
was received by Chancellor Von Bue- 
low today, made a further communica- 
tion, from the French government 
which is regarded by the Foreign Or- 


fice as another step towards an adjust- 


ment of the differences between the 
two governments. 

The offic'ul opinion continues that 
France will agree in principle to the 
Morocean conference, and that sec- 
ondary questions will ultimately be 
settled satisfactorily.

In his complaint, Fry sets out that on 
November 17, of last year he was riding 
along ‘Mission road in an automobile. 
He nolvely says that he was going at a 
slow rate of speed. and at a radirvad 
imersection a defect in the roadway 
caused the machine to swerve. The 
auto was huried with its occupants 
into a ditch. 

That is all that Mr. Fry says aboypt

VICTORY, BY THREE-QUARTERS 
OF A BOAT’S LENGTH. 
‘ — * — 
Harvard Men Were Gaining on the 
Bives at the Finish—Closest Race 
in the History of Boating by the 
Colleges’ Crews—Yale Takes” 
the Freshman Eight Also. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.] 

NEW LONDON (Conn.) June 29.— 
The Yale ‘Varsity crew this after- 
noon wrested victory from Harvard in 
the annual four-mile race by the 
length of an oar. After rowing for 
four miles with the shells lapping and 
the graceful prows zigzagging between 
trokes, the Yale boat crossed the 
finish line three-quarters of a length 
ahead of the crimson. Yale won by 
2 1-2 sec. The time was 2 m. 33 1-2 


36 secs. Such a race has never been 
before in the late years of racing be- 
tween these two old rivals. 

The Ellis went to the start with 
yells of victory, but Coach Wray 
sprung a surprise on Yale, and tonight 
his name is on the lips of every lover 


of rowing. 


It was the first time since 1891 that a 
Varsity race has been rowed up 
stream, and this afternoon the sailing 
craft practically formed an avenue for 
four miles. The race was scheduled 
to be rowed at 4:30 o'clock, and was 
started less than 11 minutes later. 
The wind was threatening to kick up 
the river in the afternoon, but calmed 
down, and was blowing almost across 
the course and just quartering on the 
bows of the shelle. lt was a hard wind 
to row against, but as the coaches 
sized up the situation, they saw these 
was no chance for fast time. The tide 
was running up stream strong, but the 
crews had the disadvantage of the 
wind, 

At 4:40 o'clock, Harvard was at her 
starting flag, and thfee minutes iater 
Yale's shell was in position. Within 
five minutes, Referee Mikelian had 
given his instructions to crews; there 
was a flash of a pistol, and the strong 
arms and broad backs swung back in 
the shelis. The race had begun. Laie 
got the best of the start, and in the 
first. half was in the lead. Just be- 
fore the last half of the mile was fin- 
ished, Harvard ran her stroke up and 
began io cut down Yale's lead. Tale 
finished the half in 2:22; Harvard in 
2:23 


The Elis were now leading by almost 
a length. Harvard's spurt had its et- 
fect, however, and she finished the last 
half of the race just two seconds be- 
hind Yale. Harvard dropped her 
stroke to 32, and Yale again got back 
the second which Harvard had gained, 
and the New Haven boat passed the 
mile-and-a-half flag in 8:01, Harvard's 
time 8:04. The crews now began to 
strike the channel below the navy 
yard, and Yale got the benefit of the 
fast water. The time for the two miles 
was: Yale 10:47;; Harvard 10:53. 

Then the Harvard coxswain called for 
a spurt. At the same moment Yale 
came very near meeting with an acci- 
dent. An empty barrel had _ drifted 
into the course, and it was floating so 


on in the water that the nose of the 


Yale shell was within a few feet of it 
when Coxswain Berkalow saw it and 
cleverly steered his boat clear of the 
obstruction. The loss of headway, 
however, ‘combined with Harvard's 
spurt, cost the Yales two of the six 


seconds’ advantage. Yale's time at 
the three-mile flag was 16:37, Har- 
vard's 16:46. 


The last mile of the race was a fight 
never to be forgotten by those who 
witnessed it. Just beyond the three- 
mile flag, Meir, Harvard's No. 7. who 
had been rowing a terrific race, seemed 
to have pumped himself out. He was 
suffering torture, and it looked as 
though he could not possibly hold his 
oar the rest of the distance. Har- 
vard’s stroke dropped back to 31, wut 
it stayed there for only a short. space 
of time. Suddenly Meir seemed to get 
his second wind, and the crimson stroke 
went up two points, The Harvard boat 
crept up nearer and nearer to the Yale 
boat. 

Suddeniy the shelis were once more 
lapped. The Yale coxewain called fora

CAMPING EQUIPMENT. 


Veteran Automobilist Carries Every 
Imaginable Convenience and Ex- 
pects to be Gone All Summer—Car 
a Marvel of Able and Compact 
Packing. 


H. G. Bemis and son Clyde, enthus- 
lusti¢ automobilists of several seasons’ 
standing, left yesterday afternoon in 
their Elmore Pathfinder on one of the 
most extensive tours that has been at- 
tempted thus far this season.

Tent poles, a “hummer” sheet-iron 
camp stove, snugly installed on the 
running board; cooking utensils, dishes 
and altogether a total weight of 500 
pounds of absolute necessities are car- 
ried. Mr. Bemis offered $5 for each 
suggestion of some convenience that he 
had overlooked; it is not related that 
he has acquired scrivener'’s cramp sign- 
ing checks since. Of suggestions there 
were plenty, but H. G. Bemis seems 
to have “got there first.” He spent 
much time in coolly figuring out just 
what would be needed on such a trip 
when camping out every night was to 
be made a part of the fun, and being 
possessed af considerably more invent- 
ive genius than l accorded the average 
man, the veteran wheel twister covered 
his ground quite thoroughly.

ENVER’S “CLEAN-UP DAY.” 


Some time ago the Mayor of 


Denver, Colo., issued a proclamation 
requesting citizens to observe a cer- 
tain day as “clean-up day.” In other 
words, he requested that all citizens of 
Denver, on the day indicated, should 
clean up their back yards and their 
front yards, their alleys and their 
sidewalks, their highways, their by- 
ways, and all other places where filth 
and. unsightly objects had been al- 
lowed to «eeumuinte. Among tho 
Mayor's definite suggestions were the 
following: 

“If your store front, residence or 
fence is dull or dingy, order it painted. 

“If your awning is old, torn or 
faded, get a new one. 

“If your sidewalk, fence or * 
needs repairing. fix it. 

“Destroy the young weeds that are 
starting on your property and on your 
neighbor's property. 

“If your advertising sign is old or 
faded, take it down or paint it. 

“Resolve never to throw paper in 
the streets. 

“Take all dandelions out of your 
lawn—they spoil its beauty. 

“Burn ali the rubbish possible—ael- 
low no one to throw it on streets, al- 
leye or vacant lots. 

“Promise not to spit on the side- 
walk. 

“Organize a block improvement soci- 
ety, and allow no weeds to grow on 
sidewalk, area or vacant property in 


painted. 

“Irrespective of the size of your 
house, make your lawn the finest. 

Illuminate the front of your store 
in the business section. . 

“Every effort put forth or dollar 
spent to improve our city’s appearance 
will be returned two-fold.” 

Nobody can say that these are not 
good suggestions, well designed to en- 
hance the beauty and attractiveness of 
any city in which. they may be carried 
out. They were carried out promptly 
and with much thoroughness in Den- 
ver. An account of the proceedings 
following the Mayor's proclamation, 
says that men, women, and even chil- 
dren. entered into the spirit of the 


movement with earnest will and en- 


thusiasm,” and that “everybody 18 
pleased with the result.” 

Some idea of the work accomplished 
may be gained from the fact that all 
business streets and alleys were 
thoroughly cleaned, all es, fre-
